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PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS : The following amendments to the 

By-Laws were proposed at the February meeting. 

The following proposed amendment would replace Article III, Sec- 
tion 2, 2a and 2b. : 

"Article III, Section 2 

Each applicant for membership must apply to the Secretary- 
Treasurer for membership. The application is to be read at the 
first meeting after receipt thereof and the name of the applicant 
is to be published in the first monthly newsletter following app- 
lication. Any member wishing to oppose membership of the applicant 
must do so in writing before the first of the month following the 
regularly scheduled meeting." 


The following proposed amendment would replace Article V, Section 1: 
"Article V - DIES - Section 1 

Each member shall pay annual dues of $2.00. Dues shall be 
payable at the January or first meeting of each year. The dues 
for any fraction of a year shall be $.50 for each three month 
period or fraction thereof remaining in the year, except that any 
member joining after November 15th of the year will have to pay 
$2.00 which will include the dues for the following calendar year. 
Founder Members dues shall be $5.00 each for the first year or 
fraction thereof and $2.00 each annually thereafter." 


The following proposed amendment would delete Article V, Section 3: 
"Delete the following: 

Article V - DUES- Section 3" 


EXPLANATION OF ABOVE PROPOSALS : The proposed amendment of Article 

III, Section 2 would make it unnecessary for each new applicant to 
be sponsored by a present member. Membership applications would be 
handled in a similar manner as present requirements of the American 
Numismatics Association and other similar groups. 

The proposed amendment of Article V is, of course, self-explanatory. 
In the past, any new member has been required to pay $2.00 per 
calendar year, no matter what time of year he entered the organiz- 
ation. 

The deletion of Article 5, Section 3 revokes the privilege of pay- 
ing club dues in "foreign" currencies at face value. 

The above proposals will be voted on at the March meeting. A two- 
thirds majority favorable vote of members present and in good stand- 
ing shall be required for adoption of these amendments.
